from Washington givos tbo following ac- 
count oC the coutiuuation of tlie Drown-Iu- 
galls war of words; 
Tho announcement 


made by Senator Brown that bo should ro- 
ply to Ingalls, and tho Certainty that if bo 
did Ingalls would talk back, drew a pretty 
good [-.udienco to tho gentlemen's gallery in 
tlie souale chamber, it did not draw nny 
ladies. So much of the Georgia senator's ro- 
cont oloquonco lias !>oon devoted to Lho ex- 
posure of social ovils of ovary variety that 
the ladies are a littlo afraid to go to the son- 
iitu whou ho is announced to speak. 


Very soon after tbo senate met, Brown roso 


to his personal explanation, and devoted tbo 
first part of his remarks to justifying bis in- 
terpolations of which Senator Ingalls com- 
plained, on the ground that ho used tho 
words in debate, but they were not hoard by 
the official reporter. Ho said that on account 
of weakness of Inogs his voice was not 
audiblo always, and that he supposed tbe ro- 
l>ortor had not heard him say the things in 
dispute, but that ho did say thoso words, or 
others substantially the same.

Tho liquor- 
dealers are ..very indignant Tlsoy say the 
legislature amondsd tho law, and the court 
whittled it BOmo morp, but tho tax still ro- 
malus, and that the'JDejcocrats have broken 
all tho promises made to them in tho last 
campaign. Tho law, with tho exception of 
part of oue section 
which was imma- 


terial to tho bettor class of tbo traffic, is still 
in operation, and the tax la to bo paid by 
Juno 20. Tho Democratic majority in the 
legislature last wlntor rofusod to repeal tlio 
law or to grade tho tax, as requested by tlie 
liquor associations. It was then thought 
that the matter would be fi*erl by tho court, 
but tho decision is eminently unsatisfactory.
